Butler benefactor killed in cycle crash 


Lacy bettered community 
as he ‘lived life with vigor’

Andre B. Lacy, whose name is on But- 
ler University’s business school and 
whose philanthropic footprint can be 
found throughout Indianapolis, was 


killed Thursday in a motorcycle crash in 
Africa. 

Lacy, 78, died after the motorcycle he 
was riding crashed while on a private 
tour in Botswana, Emily C. Krueger, vice 
president of administration for LDI Ltd., 
said in an email to IndyStar. 

He died doing what he loved to do, 
motorcycling in foreign places, said at- 
torney and friend Anne De Prez, who 
served on the Christ Church Cathedral 
Foundation with Lacy. 


“The city of Indian- 
apolis has lost a very im- 
portant member of the 
business community and 
a great philanthropist,” 
De Prez said. “I know we 
on the CCCF board will all 
miss his insights, his hu- 
mor and his insatiable love of adven- 
ture.” 

Lacy made a name for himself in 
business as chairman of Lacy Diversi-

fied Industries, but his legacy lies in the 
good works he pursued and the adven- 
ture he loved. 

“He lived life with vigor,” said Ste- 
phen Standifird, dean of the Lacy 
School of Business, a friend and fellow 
motorcycle aficionado. “With every- 
thing he did, he was all in.” 

In 2016, Lacy and his wife, Julia, do- 
nated $25 million to Butler, which

and “Shazam!” which he said fre-

Nabors visited the Speed- 
way in 1972 while in Indianapolis for 
a song-and-dance performance with 
Florence Henderson. He was a Las 
Vegas headliner at the time.

IMPD says 
officer 
tampered 
with phone 


Document: He deleted 
messages after teen died

An Indianapolis Metropolitan Police 
Department officer is accused of delet- 
ing messages on the cellphone of an 18- 
year-old woman who had just commit- 
ted suicide — messages he had sent her 
earlier that day regarding their relation- 
ship that began through a youth polic- 
ing program. 

Officer Francisco Olmos, 31, was 
charged Thursday with obstruction of 
justice and computer trespass. A 10- 
year veteran of IMPD, Olmos has been 
suspended from duty and is being rec- 
ommended for termination. Most re- 
cently, he had been a night shift officer 
on the east side. 

Olmos was present at the woman’s 
north-east side house when her father 
discovered her body on Nov. 2, 2015. Ac- 
cording to a probable cause affidavit, Ol- 
mos told investigators he had gone there 
after growing concerned about her fol- 
lowing a phone conversation with the 
woman earlier in the day and her failure 
to respond to subsequent calls and text 
messages. The Marion County coroner’s 
office ruled her death a suicide, the re- 
sult of a single gunshot wound to the 
head. 

The arrest, two years after the wom- 
an’s death, was made possible after ad- 
vances in forensic technology that en- 
abled police to unlock her cellphone and 
recover deleted messages. Those mes- 
sages contradicted the timeline Olmos 
described and also pointed to the wom- 
an’s involvement with another officer,
